Renascence of the Political

ROME, Dec. 8 (Special Correspond- 
ence)—-The actual number of Roman 
Catholic cardinals today is 62, of 
whom 31 are Italian and 31 foreigners. 
Before the King of Spain's visit to 
Rome, the Pope had decided to hold a 
consistory and to name a few cardi- 
nals. As a result of King Alfonso's 
address, however, the Pope found him- 
self in an awkward position. 

If he were to name Spanish cardi- 
nals, it would be said that he had 
been influenced by King Alfonso’s re- 
quest. On the other hand, if he named 
other foreign cardinals, he would of- 
fend Spanish amour propre. The 

Pope, therefore, found himself obliged 
to name only Italian cardinals, limit- 
ing their number totwo. His action in 
creating only Italian cardinals may 
also be taken as a move to conciliate 
the Italian Government after the con- 
troversial articles which appeared in 
the Vatican press. 

King Alfonso, in his address to the 


Pope, touched a very delicate and. 


weak point of Vatican policy, and his 
bold frankness has elicited the appro- 
bation of non-Italian Roman Catholics. 
For the Roman church, although it 
claims to be a universal institution, in 
practice ig really an Italian monopoly. 
\It is run almost exclusively by Italians 
and by Italian methods. An impartial 
observer of Vatican’ affairs , remarked 
the other day that is was very unfair 
that all the Vatican posts, with very 
rare exceptions, should be given to 
Italians, while the institution was 
actually supported by large contribu- | 
tions from all parts of the world.

include the claim of the Crown of, 
Spain to be recognized as patron of | 


the holy places of Jerusalem, the 
claim for the apostolic vicariate in 
North Africa, and all the complicated 
questions relating to the Spanish mis- 
sion in the Far East. 

These are not merely religious 
matters, but imply important polit- 
ical issues which affect enormously | 
France's prestige in the East and in 
Africa.

Objections Overruled 


Overruling initial objections by 
Daniel Shea, Boston lawyer for de- 
fendants, that the hearings on crimin- 
al charges would prejudice civil suits 
also in prospect, Commissioner Walsh 
at the very outset opened the way for 
yesterday's proceedings. The all-day 
legal battle centered about a score of 
light and dark beer bottles, introduced 
as evidence early in the day of what 
had been seized at various parts of the 
brewing premises. The bottles were 
brought into court in a valise, under 
guard, and were prominently dis- 
played through the proceedings. 

Agents John Hall and Sullivan of 
the Internal Revenue Department told 
how the brewery had been raided. The 
bottles seized at the plant were still 
warm from the vat, when taken, they 
testified, and were unlabeled. No one 
would claim possession of the truck 
on which the liquors were waiting re- 
moval. Defendant Casey, they testi- 
fied, tried to resist their entrance to 
the brewery from the delivery plat- 
form. , 

The brewmaster Rathgab, in a con- 
versation with them, it was stated, had 
laid responsibility for the whole 
matter on A. E. Beck, president of the 
company. _Cross-examination by Mr.

MEMORANDUM FILED! 
IN-THE ALLER CASE: 


Ruling Made on Certain Points | 


Though No Final Decree Is 
Made by Court 


Judge George W. Anderson of the 


United States District Court sittins 
at Boston yesterday handed down a 
memoratdum dealinsz with the suit for 
an injunction brought by Mrs. Cath- 
erine Aller of Phoenix, Ariz., in which 
she seeks to restrain the Board of 
Directors of The Mother Church, The 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, in 
Boston, Mass., and the Trustees of 
The Christian Srience Publishing 
Society from removinz her card as 
a practitioner from ‘The Christian 
Sclence Journal. The court, without 
making an actual decision, rules on 
somesef the more important questions 
rai in Mrs. Aller’s bill. Because of 
incortect newspaper reports already 
published, the Monjtor prints the 
memorandum in full: 

(1) After a three-day trial. it 
clear that the case is not yet ripe 
a final decree 

(2) Miaintilt’s fundamental conten 
tien—-that she has a civil or property 
right te have her name continued in 
the directory of Christian Science 
practitioners, is saundly granted on 
the principles well illustrated in Davis 
Vv. New Eneland Railway Pub. Co. 
293 Mase, 476, 

(32) Thia right is 
right. It is subject to control bys 
the duly authorized church officials 
acting for the good of the church, and 
not for personal reasons. 

(4) I decline to find and rule, as 
requested by the plaintiff. that under 
article 25, section 9, the Board of Di- 
rectors has merely a veto power of 
removal of the name of an adver- 
tiser by the trustees. On all the 
evidence find and rule that under 
said section and the rest of the 
manual,—construed in the light of the 
decision of the Supreme Court in 
Eustace v. Dickey, 240 Maas. 55,—the 
Board of Directors has affirmative 
power to cause such removal. 

(5) Such affirmative power must 
be exercised in entire good faith, with 
due regard to the plajntiff’s right to 
present her side of any controverted 
question, and for reasons appealing 
to the judgment of the defendants as 
directors of the church. Their dis- 
cretionary power in the matter is an 
official—quasi-judicial—-discretion, not 
an arbitrary personal power. While 
the proceedings must be fair and rea- 
sonably adequate, the formalities of 
court pleadings and procedure are not 
requiaite. Richards v. Morrison, 229 
Mass, 458, 461: United States v. Todd, 
7. 8B. Mea 92, October term, 1923; 
Whitfield v. Hanges, 222 Fed. 745, 748, 
and cases cited; Mah Shee v. White, 
242 Fed. 868; Sibray v. United States, 
282 Fed. 795; Ng Fung Ho. v. White, 
259 UU. 8. 276. 

(6) The requirement of the Direc- 
tors that the plaintiff. in order to 
have hér name continued in the di- 
rectory, should sign an application 
containing the following statement, 
“J understand that a card in the Jour- 
nal is a privilege, not a right, and I 
hereby consent to removal of my 
ecard if the Christian Science Board of 
Direagtors so orders,” is an illegal and 
nnuwarranted requirement. The plain- 
tiff was entitled to have her case con- 
sidered on its merits, as a right, and 
not as a privilege. To that extent, 
the protest contained in her letter of 
July 4, 1922, set: forth in the eight- 
eenth paragraph of the bill, must be 
sustained. . 

(7) But the defendants 
finally close the door to her applica- 
tion. Under their letter of July 12, 
1922, set forth in the twentieth para- 
graph of the answer, further oppor- 
tunity was afforded the plaintiff to 
present evidence and urge her views, 
-~of which she might have availed 
heracif before seeking a remedy in 
this court. 

Hatfield vy. Delong..51 TL. R. A. 751. 

(8) But on the facts before us, the 

Plaintiff was warranted in understand- 
ing that the defehdanta were MMegally 
insistent upon her admitting their power 
of arbitrary removal, and that, there- 
fore, further proceedings befere the 
Directors would be unavailing... Under 
such circumstances and in the light 
subsequent proceedings in this couri, 
her bill ought not now to be disrisse ! 

(9) The plaintiffs name has not vet 
been removed from the directory. Coun- 
sel have appropriately stipulated that, 
pendente l'te, the name 
in the directory. 

(10) The result is that the plain- 
tiff should seasonably renew her ap- 
plication to have her pame retained 
in the directory, without commit- 
ment to the proposition that such 
ndvertising is a privilege and not a 
right; the Directors should season- 
ably deal with her application; and, 
as above set forth, such dealing must 
he in entire good faith, so that the 
final judgment and decision of said 
Tiirectors shall be one grounded on 
their view of what is requisite for 
the good of the Christinn Science 
Church and the cause that it repre- 
sents, The judgment of the Directors, 
so exercised, after giving the plain- 
1iff full and fair opportunity to pre- 
sent her side of the case, will not 
he subject to review by this court. 
Watson v. Jones 13 Wall.+679, 730: 
Grosvenor yv. Society, 118 Mass. 78 
96. 

The case may stand for further pro- 
ceedings in accordance with this 
memorandum.

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MEN IN WORLD WAR 


Measure Calling for Compila- 
tion of Nation’s Defenders 


Preparation of a list in book form 


'of the Nation’s defenders during the 
, World War who were from the cities 
‘and towns of the Commonwealth of 


. Massachusetts is provided for in a 


| bill filed today with the clerk of the | 


'House of Representatives by George 
Louis Richards, representative from 
Malden. The bill provides for the 
- Adjutant-General of, the State to com- 
pile the list of names and prepare the | 
book, copies of which are to be sent to | 
each Massachusetts city and town. 

Mr. Richards, speaking of the pur- 

pose of his bill and for what the book | 

. will provide in the way of a state war 
record, said: 
| The tirst and paramount reason 
for the preparation ef such a list is, 
that each man who was so recorded, 
has a right to expect that his city 
or town shall have a complete of- 
ficial record, and that his name asnall 
be therein included. This is at least 
an honor whieh he and his family 
van justly claim, and my bill assures 
him of that honor. Few prebabls 
know that even after 25 years, the 
State has no complete official record 
of the men who served in the Spanish 
War from Massachusetts, hence the 
cities and towns have no record of 
their own citizens. This is unjust to 
those who served. 

It is upon the assumption that the 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth 
will want the officially recorded list of 
its own national defenders, that it 
may honor there men, that I have re- 
quired in my bill that the Adjutant- 
General shall make such a record and 
furnish the same in bound rolume 
form to each city and town, at their 
expense. No city in the Common- 
wealth has such a list except my own 
City of Malden, which list I had made 
at the city's expense, and it has al- 
ready been justified many timea over. 

Chapter 107 of the Acts of 1919 
provides that: 

“Tt shall be the dnty of the Adju- 
tant-General to obtain. campile, re- 
vise, preserve, and prepare for pub- 
lication, a complete roster of all per- 
sons whe served in the World War. 
and who were residents of this Com- 
monwealth at the time when they 
were mustered tnto the seid service.” 

This will require 19 veurs to com- 
plete: in the meantime no records, 
except the originals in the State 
Hiouse, are available.

728 registrants: imediucted men;

New Hampshire Commissioner 
Would Apportion Pait of 
Costs on: Motorists’ 


CONCORD, N: H., Dec. 22 (Special) 
—Gradual abolition of the grade cross- 
ings of the railroads in the State, 
through a law which shall compel 
motorists to pay a substantial portion 
of the costs, is recommended by 
William T. Gunnison, chairman of the 
State Public Service Commission. 

His study of the situation as chair- 
man of the committee of the National 
Association of Railway ahd Utilities 
Commissioners to investigate the 
grade crossing situation convinces him 
that the problem is now very, largely | m 
a motor vehicle problem and that 
motorists should help the railroads 
financially to solve it. 


Asked what he would consider the 


fair share of the motorists, the com- 
missioner said that the motorists 
should pay 20 per cent, the railroads 
40 per cent, and the public as a whole 
49 per cent of the cost of eliminating 
grade crossibDgs.

BOOKS IN FRENCH 
GIVEN TO LIBRARY 


Rare Edition of Works of 
Moliere Included in Collection. 


The Boston Public Library has just 
received from Charles P. Lebon, for- 

merly professor of French in the Eng- 
lish High School, a gift of 219 volumes 
‘from his private library, consisting of 
French history and literature, the 
work of early and modern French 
writers. Mr. Lebon specialized in the 
history of France and his collection 
contains many editions of recognized 
and established standing, such as: 

Michelet’s “Histoire de France” in 
five volumes; Lamartine’s “Histoire 
des Girondins,” in four volumes, and 
“Histoire de la Révolution de 1848,” in 

two volumes; Sainte-Beuve'’s ‘“Port- 
Royal,” in five volumes; Bossuet's 
“Discours sur I'Histoire Universelle,” 
and Rollin's “Histoire Ancienne,”’ 30 
' volumes bound in 10. 

The French literature includes the 
classics as well as the later standard 
authors. Of especial interest is a 
scarce edition of the complete works 
of Moliére in one volume and about 
20 volumes relating to Moliére’s life 
and works. This edition of Moliére’s 
works was not possessed previously 
by the Public Library and the group 
of works relating to him, although 
represented there, are in most cases 
restricted to the Brown Dramatic Col- 
lection. In this group may be men- 
tioned: 

“La Famille de Moliére,” by Révérend 
du Mesnil; “Etudes sur Moliére,” by 

Cailhava; “Historie de la Vie et des

“Le Laquais de Moliére,” by Monval, 
| an autographed copy from the author 
to Mr. Lebon. Other works of im-

Maine Power Company Makes 
Survey for New Project 


BINGHAM, Me., Dec. 22 (Special)— 
An interesting geological condition on 
the upper reaches of the Kennebec 
River has been brought to light 
investigators for the Central Maine 
Power Company, which is considering 
the development of power two miles 
above this town. 

Shore lines of an ancient lake have 


been found on the 
Fletcher Mountain and Baker Moun- 
tain, which are sentinels through 
which the Kennebec now passes on its 
way to the sea.

The dam would start from the steep 
ledges on Fletcher mountain east 
across the river to Temple Point, mak- 
ing an angle with the ledges where an 
oldtime mill once stood. Much of the 
property involved already has . been 
acquired by the Central Maine Power 
Company.

With cight 
veterans back this season, and with 
about 12 promising men available for 
the first time for Sooner basketball, 
Coach McDermott is introducing the 
short pass and pivot. style of offense, 
and continuing his five-man defense 
tactics introduced two years ago with 
McDermort’s first appearance ith QOkla- 
oma. ’ 
Basketball got away to an eatlier start 
this season than ever before at Okla- 
homa on account of Coach McDermott 
being relieved from foovball du‘iea, and 
the addition of -W. V. Cox, Oklahoma ‘21, 
to the coaching staff. Cox was captain 
of the Sooner team in 1921, He returned 
to college this year and signed to as- 
sist McDermott with the Sooner squad. 

Graduations last year robbed Okla- 
homa of its veteran guards, but left 
intact its veteran forwards and centers. 
This leaves McDermott with the task 
of developing guards to fill-the weak- 
ness left by graduation of. two third- 
year guards. 

Third-year men back on the floor this 
year are Capt. A. L. Johnson ’24, cen- 
ter; W. W. Morse °24, guard or for- 
ward; W. F. Gilmer °'24, forward. Sec- 
ond-year men are Ford Bishop ‘25, 
guard; J. B. Aldridge °25, forward; M. 
©. Ruppert °25, forward; Richard 
Wheeler ’25, center; and Fred Wallace 
°25, forward. 

Johnson is a tall, rangy center, and 
was the Sooners’ high-point man last 
season.

Boston Orchestra Plays 
Stuart Mason’s New Suite 


The Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
Pierre Monteux, conductor, at its 
ninth Friday afternoon concert of the 
season in Symphony Hall yesterday 
afternoon, presented the following 
program: ;

“Symphonia Domestica”’

A novel saadiige indeed is this suite 
of Mr. Mason’s, played for the first 
time, with the composer conducting. 
Here is a musician who two years ago, 
in his “Rhapsody on a Persian Air,” 
for piano and orchestra, proved him- 
self able to employ the modern idiom 
to establish atmosphere and lay on 
color, while remaining within accepted 
laws of harmonic usage and struc- 
tural design. Now he deliberately 
turns his back on all modernism and 
writes in the spirit of the eighteenth 
century. A courageous business; for 
he bares his breast to the futurists, 
challenges them to assail him as a 
reactionary who merely does again 
what was sufficiently well done iong 
ago. One seems to hear the cry from 
our newest guildmen, “What of 
progress?” 

Mr. Mason's achievement is that he 
has adopted for the occasion the 
eighteenth century manner, 
imitation. 
charm of Mozart or Rameau and yet 
does not sound like a copy. The 
musical ideas are as original as they 
are fanciful, gay or tender; and their 
treatment is exceptionally skillful 
while wearing an air of simplicity. 


In the first movement the composer | 


uses the woodwind choir discerningly 
for his “Sonnerie,” which is followed 
by a Sarabande of delectable grace. 
The contemplative “Air Pastorale” of 
the second movement was appealinely 
sung by Mr. Speyer’s English horn, 
and echoed or set off with contrasting 
melody by the other woodwind. In 
the final “Gaillarde et Départ pour les 
Pays du Tendre” the festive air is re- 
‘ sumed. The composer was excellently 
served by the’ orchestra and his work 
was warmly applauded. 

Strauss’ farcical comedy of domes- 
ticity, in one act and four scenes, was 
revived after nearly a dozen years of 
Bostonian obscurity. Once it was be- 
labored both for its cacophony and for 
its program. Today its dissonances, 
though still effective, seem mild after 
the screamings of the three S’s—Stra- 
vinsky, Scriabin and Schonberg. The 
program, however, seems as unfortu- 
nate as ever. We wished vesterday we 
didn’t know the elaborate story, for 
without it one could enjoy passages of 
stirring, highly-colored, closely-woven 
music which can only be marred by 
the childish game of listening for the 
splash of the bath or the comment of 
the relatives: yet, knowing the plot, 
one can't help playing the game. We 
found .ourselvés forgetting beauty to 
reflect that for a family with only one 
child, Strauss’ was a pretty lively 
household. The performance was glo- 
rious, fully deserving the storm of ap- 
plause which brought the players to 
their feet.

The Opium Traffic in India 


To the Editor of The Christian Science 
Monitor: 
The writer of the letter on the Opium 


issue of Nov. 7 must have a poor opin- 
ion of the morality of the many Eng- 
lish officials who (however misguided) 
are giving of their best in the service 
of India, if she believes that “this in- 
iquitous thing,” as she rightly describes 
the opium traffic goes on in spite of the 
Indians themselves. Can ahy one seri- 
ously believe that the British force 
opium. on the Indians, as her words 
would imply? 

What are the facts? Oplum was in- 
troduced into India in the sixteenth 
century during the time of the Mogu 
Emperors, long before the British had 
anything to do with the country, and: 
there soon emerged an opium monopoly 
in Bihar under the Mogul Emperors. 
Later on, when Bihar passed under 
British rule, the monopoly .also 
into British’ hands and. since 1797 the | recs 
Government has certainly had entire 
control of the manufacture of the drug 
in British India. How it uses its pow- 
ers will be shown later. A considerable 
amount of opium is. also produced in 
the native states, which are not under 
the administration of the, British. 

The total consumption of opium and 
opium vatives in British India, is 
comparatively small, amounting in all 
to about 26 grains a head a year for 
all purposes—-a figure which compares 
favorably with the consumption of 
many western countries. Nearly the 
whole of this amount is used for medic- 
inal and quasi-medicinal purposes, for 
the Indians have a strong belief in the 
efficacy of opium as a specific in nu- 
merous major and minor illnesses. The 
opium is sold to the public through 
licensed vendors who are strictly con- 
trolled and have to keep accounts of 
the manner in which pes carefully 
limited stocks are disposed o

ment. In fact, these centers corre- 
spond to the young people’s clubs so 
common in- land and America. 

In former times such centers could, 
with difficulty, exist, for governments 
looked with suspicion on all attempts 
made by Poles to increase their cul- 
ture. If such clubs existed they bore 
a different character and unavoidably 
had a political tendency and ah at- 
mosphere of conspiracy: Now with: 
the: happy restoration of Poland, the 

work of culture among the people can 
proceed unhampered. The beginnings 
are humble and unpretentious, and 
consist in addresses, games, leasons 
in drawing, and singing classes, which 
last are the most popular. _Thére is 


Poland and a wealth of beautiful folk 
songs, so that such lessons in:chorus 
singing meet a much-felt want. 

Great help has been given to this 
movement by the Y..M. C. A. and the 
Y. W. C. A. a8 both worked in Poland 
with great success’ during the war 
and after. Many of the teachers have 
been trained by these institutions and. 
carry out their methods actively, adapt- |. 
ing them to Polish needs and psy- 
chology. The, lack. of fands hampers 
the work, but the enthusiasm and 
goodwill shown by teachers and pu- 
pils to a great extent compensate for 
the material defects. The inaugura- 
tors hope to have such clubs in every 
‘quarter of Warsaw and to acquire 
their own hostels with reading rooms 
and iprartes.

LONDON, Dec. 5—Hitherto the 
Lithuanian middle and higher educa- 
tional establishments have had no 
common plan or program. The Min- 
istry of Education, wishing to sys- 
tematize the work ‘in these institu- 
tions, has drafted. a project which has 
been sent to the directors of the big- 
gest state ools and to organiza- 
tions under whose control are the 
largest number of. schools, so that 
they can consider it in consultation 
with the teachers’ councils. The Min- 
istry has also convened three con- 
gresses of directors of middle. and 
higher schools, at which the directo 
having al had an opportunity o 
considering the plan in conjunction 
with the teachers, could be guided by 
their opinion. 

According to the official project, 
middle schools and high schools con- 
stitute one type of middie school. In 
these schools, instead of physics and 
a special subject, Latin may be “ise 
The question of whether Latin or 
special subject shall be taught is Ag 
cided separately in each case by a 
resolution of the teachers’ council 
and the parents’ committee, which 
must be confirmed by the Ministry of 
Education. Both subjects may be 
taugbt in the same school if there are 
sufficient pupile and suitable accom- 
modation. Moreover, in middle 
schools one foreign language is in- 
troduced. 

High schools may be of three types, 
viz: (1) with compulsory teaching of 
Latin; (2) without compulsory teach- 
ing of Latin, but with stress on mathe- 
matical sciences and nature study; (3) 
without Latin,. but with stress of for- 

eign languages and literature. The 
. type of high school is also decided by 
resolution of the teachers’ council and 
the parents’ committee which requires 
the Ministry's ratification. With the 


Ministry's permission two or three |- 


specialties may be combined in one 
, school, in case there are sufficient 

pupils and adequate accommodation. 
From the. fifth class two foreign lan- 
guages are compulsory, to be chosen 
from English, French and German, 
according to the resolution of the 
teachers’ council. 

Besides the afc resaid project, start- 
ing in the New Year, the Ministry of 
Education has drafted a program for 
commercial sctieols; ‘of which at pres- 
ent Lithuania has only one,

ARASATE used to describe a con- 


ductor as a man who traveled | 


round the world with a little 
stick. “And what,” he would ask with 
a shrug of the shoulders, “can a con- 
ductor do with his little stick where 
there is no orchestra?” It must be 
admitted that although one has heard 
of orchestras in communistic Russia 
giving’ concerts without a conductor, 
one has never yet heard of a conduc- 
tor giving orchestral coficerts without 
an orchestra. This fact is perhaps 
worth the attention of those who sit 
overmuch at the feet or the carefully 
negligent locks of “star” conductors. 
Many years ago Montaigne wrote: 
“There is more ado to interpret inter- 
pretations than to interpret the things, 
and more books upon books than upon 
all Other subjects; we do nothing but 
comment upon one another.” And to- 
day at orchestral concerts there is 
often more ado to imterpret a con- 
ductor’s interpretations than to in- 
terpret the works which he conducts; 
some audiences do nothing but com- 
ment upon one or another of those 
who are expert in beating the air with 
little sticks. 

Pepys, by the, way, seems to have 
shared Sarasate’s opinion of the rela- 
tive importance of conductors. After 
visiting Greenwich with Captain Lam- 
bert on June 6, 1661, he makes what 


is the earliest allusion to the use of | 


the baton in England: “There we 
went and eat and drank and heard 
musique at the Globe. and saw the 
simple motion that is there of a 
woman with a rod in her hand keep- 
ing time to the musique while {ft plays, 
which is simple, methinks.”

The English system of re- 
hearsals deserves all the abuse it' gets, 
but it stimulates readiness and re- 
source. ; 

Much could be and has been written 
of Sir Henry as one of the finest con- 
ductors of the day; the best tribute 
to his powers, after all, is to be found 
in the consistently high achievements 
of the Queen’s Hall Orchestra. But he 
is first and foremost a great servant 
of music.

Schumann's Advice | 


Schumann advised young musicians 
to become more acquainted with 
scores than with virtuosi, and, unlike 
other cities one might mention, Lon- 
don concertgoers today are not satis- 
fied with the bare name of an eminent 
conductor placarded outside a concert 
hall. Before going inside they want 
to see his program. For this attitude 
of estimating’ a concert by works, 
rather than by faith, perhaps Sir 
Henry J. Wood—himself a great vir- 
tuoso conductor—is more than any- 
one else responsible. Almost weekly 
since 1895 he has been making tie | 
London public better acquainted with 
scores. No one has done more to res- 
cue England from the old reproach 
that she is an unmusical country and 
to give the younger generation a 
wider and fuller musical life. 

In her monograph on Sir Henry, 
Mrs. Rosa Newmarch describes the 


musical darkness of an England 
given over to the “oratorio industry,” 
an industry which had absorbed the 
best and the worst of our musical 
material for nearly 200 years. “After 
the English musicians of the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centur had 
set the Bible several times Over to 
music of a colorless and tepid kind, 
there arose a generation who craved 
a secular renaissance, They realized 
that sacred music, like a sand-storm 
from the desert, had overwhelmed and 
choked nearly all that was bright and 
promising in our native talent.” In 
England there existed no opera to 
act as a balance and corrective. 
“There was of course some excuse 
for the men of promise and the men 
of incapacity who wrote their innu- 
merable ‘Hezekiahs, ‘Jeremiahs,’ ‘Jo- 
nahs’ and ‘Joshuas,’ and celebrated 
all. the prophets, virgins and martyrs 
in oratorio during the nineteenth 
century; it was almost the only form 
in which, by the medium of some fes- 
tival performance, they could hope to 
reach the ears of the British public. 
To! look into catalogues and diction- 
aries which hold, like so many sar- 
cophagi, all that remains of these 
countless oratorios and cantatas, is 
to shiver with depression.” They were 
not, as Mrs. Newmarch points out, 
works of true English birth, but 
“cuckoo eggs, imported from Germany 
by Handel and Mendelssohn and 
hafched in British nests to the detri- 
ment of our native singing birds, who 
might otherwise have developed a dis- 
tinct note of their own.” 


The English Renaissance 
Such—so far as the masses were 
concerned—was the musical condition 
of England when Sir Henry J. Wood 
and Mr. Robert Newman began their 
famous “Promenades” at Queen’s Hall. 
“Cultured” London, of course, with a 
short and expensive season of Italian 
opera, and the concerts of the Phil- 
harmonic Society, Richter, Sir August 
Manns, and others, was rather better 
off, but English composers were still 
busy hatching imported eggs. They 
wrote music in which the Teutonic 

was both tonic and dominant. 
The English renaissance, it goes 
without saying, cannot be attributed 
to the efforts of one man, or even a

O INTERDEPENDENT are the 

esthetic and historical values 

of old keyboard music that a 
knowledge of the latter is almost 
inseparable from an enjoyment of 
the former. Therefore, to state the 
historical situation first. The period 
to be considered roughly coincides 
with the reigns of Henry VII, Henry 
VIII, Elizabeth, and James I; that is 
to say, from about 1500 to 1625 or 
1630, at a liberal estimate. 

At the beginning of that era Eng- 
land was practically a medieval coun- 
try; her poetry still in the crucible, 
her music dominated by the church. 
At its close she was, to all intents and 
purposes, modern., Her rulers and 
statesmen had learned to think in 
hemispheres, her sailors had circum- 
navigated the world, the Renaissance 
and Reformation had remade the na- 
tion, her pilgrims had colonized, the 
New World, her poetry had risen to a 
grandeur unsurpassed in history. Had 
the technique of composition been as 
advanced as the art of words, had it 


‘been as perfect a tool in the hands of 


her composers as the English lan- 


comparable splendor.- But only in 
pure-choral art were the means com- 
mensurate to the men who employed 
them. Their keyboard compositions 
must be judged as much by what they 
attempted as by what they achieved, 
and more by the thought than its ex- 
pression.

It includes over 300,000,000 people, 
cleven main languages, and many races and religions, 
while the types of humanity which it contains, from the

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the south and east, are as diverse as any in the world. - 


One-third of India is under the control of hereditary In- 
dian princes governing autocratically, the great mass of its 
peoples are still illiterate, and never in its history has it 
had experience of political democracy. The real analogy 
is not between India and, say, France or Germany, or 
even the United States, but between India and Europe, 
excluding Russia. They are each about the same size. 
They contain about the same number of people. 

The British Government of India, till four years ago, 
was a benevolent autocracy. While India paid no finan- 


cial tribute to Great Britain, the higher official positions 


in the Government were filled entirely by British per- 
sonnel. For a century the system worked well enough. 
The administration was honest, orderly, and efficient. 
Democracy was practically only existent in the United 
States, in Great Britain, and France, in a few minor 
communities in Europe, and the New World. No protests, 
therefore, were heard against the nonrepresentative char- 
acter of British rule, and it seemed as if it were destined 
to endure forever. But with the beginning of the new 
century a change set in. The education of Indians in 
english, which had been introduced by Macaulay half a 
century before, had its inevitable effect in awakening the 
desire for self-government in the Indian breast. .The 
success of Japan in beating back the advance of Russia 
in 1905 showed that Asiatics could stand up to the white 
man, previously regarded as invincible. 

Mr. Lloyd George's Government decided that a fun- 
damental change must be made, that the goal of a self- 
governing India must be definitely proclaimed, and that as 
large an instalment as was likely to work must be imme- 
diately introduced. The difficulty was to find the correct 
method in a country as immense and filled with such 
diverse peoples as India. It was comparatively easy to 
make an experiment in democracy in a country like 
Egypt, with a homogeneous population of about 11,000.- 
000 living in a compact area. It was quite another in a 
subcontinent. However, the attempt was boldly made 
and the system was introduced whereby the majorities of 
all the provincial legislatures and the all-India Assembly 
were elected by an electorate of ahout 4,000,000 people, 
and certain administrative offices were transferred to the 
control of Indian ministers responsible to those legisla- 
tures. The idea was that the transfer of responsibility 
for government to the legislatures should be gradual and 
in proportion to their demonstrated success in admin- 
istering the powers transferred to them. 

Then came the elections under the Constitution. 
Fortunately, perhaps, the extreme Nationalist Party, led 
by Mr. Gandhi, refused to participate jn the elections, in 
accordance with their policy of non-cooperation, with 
the result that the new councils were almost entirely 
manned by moderates whose policy was to work the Con- 
stitution as best they could. And few dispassionate 


observers will dispute that, considering its novelty, the. 


Constitution has worked well during the first years: of 
its life, so well, indeed, that today the Non-Cooperation 
Party have changed their tactics. They no longer boycott 
the elections. They have decided to try and capture a 
majority of the seats on the councils, with the avowed 
object, if the British Parliament will not yield to their de- 
mands for more powers, of destroying the councils by 
obstructive tactics from within. The elections so far 
show that the Swaraj Party, as it is called, have’ won 
considerable successes, but it is not likely that they will 
obtain an absolute majority in any of the councils.

method of relief must be found. .The facts have become 
fairly well known to the urban population, who have been 
forced to give some consideration to the problem of 
restoring farming prosperity. | : 

Among the numerous suggestions for lightening the 
farmer's burdens, giving him more stable markets, and 
increasing his income, is that of co-operative association 
of the farmers in local or state-wide groups for the pur- 
pose of selling their products either to the ultimate 
consumer, or the retail distributor, The recognized 
tendency in recent years toward higher costs of transpor- 
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tatign, storage, and other expenses.of handling farm 
products, has been the subject of many investigations by 
state commissions and ‘congressional committees, that 
have accumulated quantities of :facts and made reports, 
but have done nothing to abolish the abuses. complained 
of. To the city resident it all appears to be very easy. 
Why do not these farmers combine and do their own 
selling and buying ?. The farthers themselves know better 
the difficulties m forming and conducting these co-opera- 
tive enterprises. For. more than fifty years the prifcipal 
farm efganization, the National Grange, through its 
lécal granges, has been studying the problem of co-opera- 
tion at first hand. | } 

_ It is readily seen that fruit or vegetable growers, fot 
instance, whese products go to factories for canning or 
preserving, are in a different situation from that of grow- 
ers of the same produce for sale in town or city markets. 
Milk producers are now in many regiotts ell organized, 
and are able to get fairer prices, but this has only been 
accomplished after long struggles against adverse condi- 
tions that ‘resulted: in serious losses to the pioneers in 
forming these associations. (Co-operation has done much 
for the farmer, and will do far more, but it is not a uni- 
versal. cure-all, nor does it relieve the lawmakers of 
America from the necessity for seeking and finding a way 
to lighten the.farmers’ tax, freight, and. interest burdens.

other small states, it must take into account the wishes of 

those powers, or those predominating for the moment. 
As a governmental institution, monarchy is on the 

decline. It is less surprising that there are so few kings 
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left in Eurdpe than that there are so’ many. Wherever 


kings hold their thrones, they have either succeeded in 
making themselves personally popular, or have sagely 
avoided interfering with political events. The kings of 
both Italy and Spain have accepted unconstitutional dic- 
tatorships. Had they tried to oppose, they would proba- 
bly have lost their crowns. Should the political situation 
demand it, King George of England is now prepared to 
send tor Ramsay Macdonald and ask him to head the 
Cabinet. Yet during the war the Labor leader was prac- 
tically:a social outcast. 

When tlre young King George of Greece was first 
crowned, he was quoted as having said that his grand- 
father always signed decrees without reading them and 
reigned forty years; that his father always read them 
before signing and was twice deposed. “‘Consequently, I 
shall always: sign without reading,”’ he had concluded. 
Though strongly suspeeted of having had previous knowl- 


edge of the recent Metaxas revolt, and of having been 


in sympathy with it, the voung monarch has been sent 


* away chiefly because he was the political heir of his father. 


The republican movement in Greece is partly a reac- 
tion against this misconception of tht royal roéle, a resent- 
ment against the errors of King Constantine and _ his 
Queen, from which the country suffers cruelly, and partly 
a reflection of the republican sentiment throughout 
Kurope, where I'rance is today the dominant power. 
Ordinarily military men are monarchists to thé last roll 
call, but in Greece officers of both the army and the 
navy are today among the prominent leaders of the 
Republicans. The mismanagement of the campaign in 
Asia Minor gave the anti-monarchical feeling a strong 
impetus. At the same time the British influence, which 
had backed the royal family, is waning, being ‘blamed 
for the whole Anatolian adventure, while that of repub- 
lican France is getting stronger. 

On Noy. 5 the Paris Temps published a note of a- 
semi-official tenor, which throws a good deal of light 
on what has since happened in Greece. After reproducing 
a Greek governmental communiqué, which tended to 
show that the French Government was not in favor of 
a Greek ,constitutional change, the paper added that this 
statement did not bind the French Government, that 
France did not want to mix in Greek internal: affairs, 
but that, on the other hand, the Government had not 
expressed itself in favor of the King as against the 
partisans of a republic. “Moreover,” concluded the note, 
“the French public can hardly forget that the King of 
Greece, the son of Constantine, is the nephew of William 
II.” And the sentiment of‘ M. Poincaré on the subject 
of those two is nobody’s secret.

With doubtful, or at least questionable, 
‘motives, we avoid what may appear to be the pathway 
of greate® resistance, to pursue, in desired ease and indif- 
ference, the broader and supposedly easier way of in- 
dulgent selfishness. : 

Perhaps, if not mindful of the inevitable results of 
such individual departures from true standards, we take 
little thought regarding the broader and largér manifes- 
tations’ which cannot fail to follow. The national fiber 


_of a people cannot reflect a quality which the individuals 
composing ‘the mass do not possess superabundantly. . 


It likewise cannot fail to reflect that lack of quality, if 
lack there be. Thus, it is not without solicitude, and 
even apprehension, that one observes what cannot be 
denied as being a retrogressive tendency on the part of 
many Americans, apparent in almost any direction the 
observer may care to look. The outward manifestations 
are unmistakable. 

That 1s a serious indictment to lay against a people 
as a whole. But the need to realize that such a condi- 
tion exists is great in proportion as the menace seen is 
recognized. No people has a perpetual patent upon the 
rewards of honesty and virttte except, as those qualities 
are reflected by that people as a whole. No man can reap 
the rewards which follow unfailingly in the path of recti- 
tude and honest endeavor unless he gives, always in 
advance, the ufiselfish service which is demanded of him 
as a citizen. No nation, which is the personification of 
the mass of individuals composing it, can forever prosper 
unless there is represented in it the collective honesty of 
its citizenry. : 

One need not listen to the cry, of the alarmist or the 
wailings of the prophets of evil to be compelled to the 
conviction that seldom in the history of the United States, 
if not. of the world, has there been a time when there 
Was greater need of a regeneration of the moral fiber of 
mankind than today. In high official places there are 
illy-disguised mutterings witch tell the revolting story 
of corruption. The steady course of the ship of justice 
is threatened by bribery and subornation. This is no 
secret among those who know. The persons responsible 
hope onlye to escape censure and punishment by hiding 
behind some sanctified pedestal which they desecrate in 
the name of charity. They hope, no doubt, that they thus 
may escape the white light of exposure. 

If, to every outward appearance, the unpunished 
guilty perpetrators of high crimes and misdemeanors 
are to be permitted to set the measure of national integ- 
rity or national turpitude, can the institutions of which 
Americans have so long been justly proud rest firmly upon 
‘their foungations? It is impossible to bring about an 
impartial #hd fearless: administration of the law of the 
land while bribery and perjury are winked at and encour- 
aged. Whenever it is made to appear that, contrary to 
all preconceived theories, the way of the transgressor is 
not hard, the temptation of the vicious, if not of some 
who would not care to be so classified, is to drag the 
standard of probity in the dust.

Some Christmas Card History ||

-Lipraries yield musty scrapbooks filled with a. brilliant 
treasure of examples of the Christmas cards used in the United 
States since 1875. A varying mood appears. Sometimes a 
flambuoyancy of design ‘has been held amusingly in check by 
an austere literary sentiment with “affectionate greetings for 
friend: Caroline,” appended in prim, spidery, copy-book hand. 


‘One is able to hear a sort of spontaneous “Hail!” in “Happy 


Christmas to the trio in Clifford Street,” written dashingly 
across a card upon which Romney infants hold garlands of 
summer flowers.. Evidently holly and evergreens and scarlet 
ribbons were not thought so strictly suitable in the old days as 
they are now, for the old-fashioned “cards presented an indis- 
criminate, rioting nosegay of everything from mignonette to 
the proudest lilies and roses: “The card which: reads, ‘Helen 
Ayres—her own design—1875,” bears a picture of a fat black 
and gold bee plundering perfect roses, and causes to seem 
doubly modest the card on the Opposite page, of mauve, framed 
black, across which a‘ handful .of. frail fringed gentians trail 


_ a message-laden ribband of silver. . Who shall say what gen- 


tlewoman sat behind violetspaned. windows in Boston’s Mount 
Vernon Street, and. patiently cut down shects of her own 
lovely beveled, embossed notepaper,*upon which to write her 
peculiarly personal messages of the seaso 

Through the Jater days, all fashions, and. moods have been 
served in Christmas card +istory. There was a day when 
small, mellow French prints’ were in competition with moée 
chaste and elegantly glazed iydéry cards, edged with gold and 
silk-tasseled, a little stiff ‘in. design, and very formal in- 
sentiment. ae ! 

Our more sophisticated time makes it possible to find frag- 
ments of Stevenson’s. verse, scribbled in deep black ink on a 
white card, or a simple “Noel,” in old English lettering, on 
Italian‘ handmade paper, withthe tiny flame of an English lad’s 
small Christmas lanterh flaring against the white. There are 
bits of tea-chest paper, blithely charactered in gilt-and gay as 
a shout down 2 snow-wrapped- hillside. Or, perhaps, even 
more richly and intricately, squares of parchment with Biblical 
scenes in royal tints and with sonorous Gothic messages in 


gold-decorated script.

Christmas trees were~knewn to the Romans. Christmas 
cards were known to na.one until 1846. Then John Callcott 


HorsJey, R. A., designed the first one at the behest of Sir 


“Henry Cole, thereby establishing the custom of sending 


specially designed cards bearing Christmas greetings. The first 
of his cards was decorated “with a trellis of rustic work in the 
Germanesque style, which, was divided into a center and two 
side panels, the outer panels representing two of the acts of 
charity, ‘Feeding the Hungry’ and ‘Clothing the Naked,’ while 
the center panel depicted a gay ‘family party, including three 
generations.” The card: was lithographed, copied by hand, 
and only 1000 copies were published. 

In the brief apologia to his “Recollections of a Royal 
Academician,” Horsley has said that he “was by nature a 
talker.” His talk, however, appears not to have extended to any 
discussion of his own personal ideas about the Christmas cards 
he originated. ‘Nevertheless, it is to be assumed that the sort 
of man who was “portrait draughtsman, in ordinary, to his 
family from the age of eleven, whose sitters were enthroned on 
the garden roller, a place of desired height, but precarious 
stability,’ must have been the sort of man to have a thor- 
oughly good time doing Christmas cards. 

Gas Logic adds a jot of information concerning Christmas 
cards. when it sets 1867 as the vear when Marcus Ward & 
Co. reached the highest decorative excellence ever touched 
by the Christmas“tard. It reports that “original designs of 
reputed artists graced the bearer of Christmas cheer—artists 
whose equals in this age would wax indignant at a request to 
decorate mere post cards!” 

It cannot be said that many well-known artists nowadays 
go into commercial stationers” offices and design penny post 
cards. Yet their own personal greeting cards are anticipated. 
‘There are those who make etchings, others lithographs. Occa- 
sionally there is a marvelously engraved greeting, like that of 
A. N. Macdonald, who, with Sidney Smith, is said to form 
the remaining duo of great line engravers. 
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in a fragile, beautifully illustrated volume, issued by 
Marcus Ward & Co. in London, many years ago, 1s a para- 
graph about the art of iNuminating; “. . . for addresses of 
congratulation . . . or of thanks, the art of illumination affords 
a happy, graceful means of conveying their feelings, without 
burthening the recipient with valuable gifts—such as a service 
of plate or a purse of sovereigns—gifts which might, though in 
most cases be valuable and ‘appropriate, be to others of trifling 
account, say, to such as .noblemen and gentlemen who have 
wealth and plate in abundance. Whereas, a personal compli- 
ment, a work of art in the form of an exquisitely illuminated 
address, is ‘a thing of Beauty and a Joy forever.’ ” 

Marcus Ward occupied the post of Illuminator to the 
Queen. And, among the pages of beautiful examples of type 
and design, made vivid with crimson lake and gamboge, rose 
madder, cobalt and Indian purple, with “Chinese white for 
toning and reducing colours as well as being useful per se, 
can be seen evidences of the skill and delicate understanding 
of design that made the Ward cards: famous.’ . 

Christmas cards originated in England, then, by design of

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The Voice of Russia’s. Peasants 

A xew voice—the vpice of the peasant—is heard these days 
in Russia, writes Maurice G. Hindus in the Century. Jews 
from Daghestan, delegates from Smolensk, committees from 
northern Archangel, they all férgather in the Central Peasant 
Home, built in Moscow for visitors from the provinces, and 
there, through lawyers provided for them, they lay their 
demands, whatever they may be, before the Soviet officials. 
The Central Peasant Home is something absolutely new under 
the Russian sun. “kt is an imposing structure, writes Mr. 
Hindus, “of four stories on a quiet side street, in the very 
heart of the city. It has a dormitory with over 300 beds; a 
rest room; a library; a theater, with stage equipment for 
movies, spoken plays, concerts; an enormous reception room, 
which, with its upholstered chairs, curtained windows, mirrors, 
pictures, and smooth, freshly polished floor, makes one think 
of a ballroom in a fashionable hotel. Though in existence only 
ten months, the Central Peasant Home is known all over 
Soviet Russia. Other cities are openifg similar hostelries. It 
is a world in itself. To spend a few days in this home is to 
feel the very throb of the peasant’s heart.”
